■ SAFETY: Motorists need to slow down in school zones 


Eight years waiting 
after fundraising

Town council didn’t quite run it up to see 
who salutes. 

But some of its members now see the light 
behind Fenwick’s attachment to its flagpole. 

It’s more than a landmark, it’s a link to its 
heritage. 

It is tied to Remembrance Day and end of 
the Second World War celebrations. 

Rosemary Chambers spoke for a dele¬ 
gation from the village at Monday’s town 
council meeting. She asked for an illumina¬ 
tion of the flag pole — something Fenwick 
residents raised money for eight years ago. 

In 2003 during a celebration of Fenwick’s 
150th anniversary, bunting and bows were 
made, mugs and buttons were sold as well 
as T-shirts and sweat shirts. 

“At the end of the day, after all the 
expenses were paid, we had a profit of in 
excess of $7,000,” Chambers told council’s 
general committee.

Someone was going too fast, 
or was distracted while eating 
or was cut off 

“Today I saw a woman put¬ 
ting on her makeup as she 
drove by,” he said. “And people 
are still on cellphones.” 

For five years, Lehmann was 
a volunteer firefighter. 

“It’s tough to see a car split 
apart or to put a cover over 
one" because someone had 
died in it, he said. 

That's why the father of two 
children attending Glynn A. 
Green Public School didn’t 
hesitate to sign the Pace 
Car pledge at the school 
Wednesday evening. 

The Pelham Active 
Transportation Committee 
had a table at the school 
during the parent-teacher 
interview night 

The committee encour¬ 
aged drivers to sign a pledge to 
become a pace car driver and 
reduce speed in school zones.

The committee recently 
received a $500 grant from a 
special Safe Kids Canada and 
FedEx-sponsored fund to pro¬ 
mote driver awareness in two 
school zones. It picked Glynn 
A. Green in Fonthill and St. 
Ann in Fenwick, both consid¬ 
ered problem zones because 
they are on busy main roads — 
Pelham St. and Canboro Rd. 

People who sign the 
pledge receive a bumper or 
window sticker that reads: 
“Neighbourhood Pace Car — I 
drive the limit." 

The message applies to 
all schools, said committee 
member Lisa Gallant 

Any driver can sign up at 
Pelham Town Hall. 

"We are always alert to 
opportunities to promote 
pedestrian safety, particularly 
around school zones,” she said 
about the committee that pro¬ 
motes safety, as well as walking 
and cycling, in Pelham. 

Parent Kiera Glancy signed 
the pledge and had her two 
children, Grade 4 student 
Wyatt and Skye in Grade 1, wit- 

“My two children walk to 
school. We hope people are 
inspired to drive a lot slower? 

Gallant said by asking chil¬ 
dren to sign as witnesses, it 
will encourage them to remind 
parents to slow down when 
they are in a school zone. 

Don Fellows, represent¬ 


ing FedEx, said the courier 
company’s drivers see a lot of 
strange driving. The safe driv¬ 
ing program is a way to help 
the communities they live in. 

“Remember those close 
calls," he said. 

“We’ve all had those 
moments when we almost 
hit someone and didn’t. 
Remember how relieved you 
felt” 

Ward 2 Coun. Catherine 
King in a report to town coun¬ 
cil Monday on behalf of the 
Pelham Community Policing 
Committee said 50 parents had 
signed the Pace Car pledge. 

“It’s like the Indy 500 with a 
slower pace,” she said. 

Among materials handed 
out from Safe Kids Canada 
was a brochure on safe driv¬ 
ing and walking. It pointed 
out a pedestrian hit by a car 
travelling 64 km/h has an 85% 
chance of being killed while at 
32 km/h the chance of dying 

Speeding is an ongoing 
problem in Pelham. Outside

The anniversary committee 
agreed that the money should be 
used "to enhance our flagpole, 
install proper rigging so the flag

Chambers said meetings about 
the beautification of Fenwick 
have begun but leave the impres¬ 
sion that nothing will be done 
until 2012. Even that depends

PELHAM — Two donations 
last week gave Pelham Cates a

It the past, all Niagara Tim 
Hortons outlets had combined 
to direct donations to a new 
cancer care hospital in St. 
Catharines, said local franchise 
owner Bill McWilliams. 

This year, however, the local 
franchisee could direct the 
funds elsewhere. 

Pelham Cares was the 
choice of he and his wife who 
operate the oudet on Fonthill 
double drive-thru Tim Hortons 
on Regional Rd. 20 

Pelham Cares does some 
wonderful work, he said. The 
choice increased cookie sales 
to a record level for the oudet 

“We had one man come in 
and buy 50 cookies,” he said. 

The second donation of 
$500 came from Dawn Buder 
on behalf of the Royal Bank. 
For the retired employee, this 
was the fifth year she was able 
to direct a grant given by the 
bank to a local charity in which 
a current or retired employee 
volunteers. 


Buder, who retired in 2009, 
is a member of Pelham Cares 
board and for almost 20 years 
has been involved in the 
Pelham Food Drive. 

This year, she is assisting 
with the Pelham Cares sort¬ 
ing crew. It will receive and 
sort food donations at the old 
Fenwick fire hall during the 
food drive on Saturday, Dec. 3. 

“We are looking for vol¬ 
unteers to help, particularly 
young people,” she said. 

Pelham Cares has two shifts 
through the morning and 
afternoon. It's a good oppor¬ 
tunity for high school students 
to get community service time. 
Those interested in register¬ 
ing to volunteer can contact 
Pelham Cares at by e-mail 
info@pelhamcares.org or at its 
office at 124 Hwy 20 E. 

Client services co-ordinator 
Betty Brown said the dona¬ 
tions will be used to buy fruits, 
vegetables and other perish¬ 
able items to go with the non- 
perishable food donated to the 
food bank. 

In addition to the food drive, 
Pelham Cares is preparing 
Christmas Hampers for fami¬ 
lies that will by be going out 
just before Christmas. 

It is also working with the 
town in the Snow Angels pro¬ 
gram. People who require 
assistance clearing sidewalks 
in front of their homes apply 


for help through Pelham Cares. 

“We have two people already 
signed up,” said Brown. 

The town recruits volunteers 
to shovel the sidewalks to meet 
the requirements of a snow 
clearing bylaw. Those who 
wish to volunteer can contact 
Nancy Yungblut at town hall, 
905-892-2607. 

In addition to running a 


program and Snow Angels 
applications, Pelham Cares 
provides free riders to medi¬ 
cal appointments. 

A recent appeal for drivers 
has brought in applications 
from 10 volunteers which 
could increase the number 
of drivers to 30, if they all 
qualify. 


For the service, Butler 
recently completed a hand¬ 
book and procedures policy 
to assist drivers.

The medical ride service fills 
a gap. Pelham has no public 
transit service or a connection 
to one.

Learning about local government

O ver the last couple of 
weeks, I really enjoyed 
the times that staff and I visited 
some of Pelham’s grade schools 
and E.L. Crossley to talk about the 
importance of Local Government. 

You see, the “new” curriculum 
for Grades 5 and 10 includes 
a focus on "civics." And, the 


Eightyeais after raising $7,000 to spruce 
up and light up their flagpole nothing has 
happened. 

In the meantime, in Fonthill the town 
has thrown up a bandshell, tom up and 
replaced the sidewalks, roadway and 
parking areas along Pelham St, and erected 
a new dock. 

The town did try to indude Fenwick in the 
downtown revitalization project The federal 
and provincial governments, however, said 
it had to be one or the other 

Guess which one got the overhaul. 

In fairness, the village did get a new fire 
station through infrastructure funding. 

Yet it wasn’t surprising that a delegation 
of former 150th anniversary committee 
members came to Monday's council 
meeting demanding answers. In 2003, they 
raised the original $7,000 that’s been sitting 
in a town bank account 

Their suggestion was straightforward. 
Since the town was lifting the flagpole 
for Christmas, why not leave the power 
connection and make the illumination 
permanent 

While they’re at it, why not rig the pole, so 
they could replace tattered flags with new 
ones without a cherry picker or aerial truck 

At least this improvement would be 
something. Meanwhile, the village will wait 
for beautification funding sometime in the 

It was surprising to hear a couple of 
councillors at Monday's meeting say they 
were not aware of the historical nature of the 
flagpole. It once served as a gathering point 
for Remembrance ceremonies. You’d think 
that was well-known local lore. 

Councillors where sympathetic to the 
request Theyputstaffto workreviewingthe 
suggestion and praised the delegation. 

If council and consultants, however; 
expect co-operation in Fenwick for a 
downtown revitalization project they will 
have to listen a little closer and act a little 
sooner than eigh t years. 


Government Week.” 

In the past, the town clerk and I 
visited several Grade 5 classes and 
the Grade 10 classes at Crossley. 
Because of the municipal election 
last fall, we took a year hiatus. 

Well, we reinvigorated the 
visits this year with a presentation 
developed by the clerk’s 
department. Trying to make 
it as dynamic as possible, the 
lesion includes a slideshow 
complemented by props like 
an old water meter (complete 
with the “curb stop”), a copy 
of the 3-inch-thick Ontario 
Municipal Act, and a game. 

For the game, we distribute a 
picture to each student about 
a government service - like 
public swimming, or recycling 


collection, or the Canadian mint, 
or health care. Then, we ask 
the student to identify whether 
the local, Provincial, or Federal 
government provides the service. 

Most students appear 
surprised about the number 
of services provided by local 
government. 

We try to clarify why we have 
three different types of police - 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
Ontario Provincial Police, and 
Niagara Regional Police. 

We also try to explain why we 
have four types of roads - Trans- 
Canada Highway, 400-Series 
Highways, Regional Roads (like 
Regional Road #20), and local 
roads. 

Most classes contain a mix of

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students from urban and rural 
homes. While many receive town 
water, others know that their 
water comes from a well or is 
“trucked-in.” 

In addition. Mayor April Jeffs 
and I encouraged Crossley’s grade 
10 students to think about local 
government and encouraged the 
four candidates to become “Mayor 
for the Day” in Wainfleet and in 
Pelham. With the help of several 
students, the Clerk’s Offices ran 
an election - which included 
speeches, a voters list, a secret 
ballot, and ballot boxes. 

Then, it was my pleasure to host 
Jacob Mantler as Pelham’s Mayor 
for the Day on Monday. Jacob 
toured Town Hall, spoke to staff 
about their responsibilities, visited 
Pelham Cares with me, and helped 
judge the 2011 Pelham Christmas 
Card contest; he also stated our 
regular council meeting. 

Thanks to the teachers and 
students for your warm welcome 
and for helping to spread the word 
about all the great services provided 
by local governments!

Some lessons from the kitchen table 


ikipedia defines 
V V consensus as the 
“community resolution when 
opposing parties set aside 
their differences and agree on 
a statement that is agreeable 
to all, even if only barely.” 

While this definition is easy to 
understand cognitively, it is 
oh so challenging to achieve in 
practice. 

In 2003 I had the decidedly 
elusive opportunity of 
participating in an extremely 
successful consensus building 
process — the creation of the 
Niagara Association of Realtors. 

Prior to our Association's 
amalgamation there were three 
real estate boards operating 
in the Niagara Region - the 
St. Catharines & District Real 
Estate Board, the Niagara Falls- 
Fort Erie Real Estate Board and 



the Welland District Real Estate 

As our individual real 
estate boards approached the 
millennium it had become 
increasingly apparent that 
technology had reached a 
level of capability that the 
administrative location for 
delivery of information sharing 
services could be efficiently 
centralized. 

It was also recognized that 
by combining the financial 
resources of all three 
organizations there was the 
potential for investing in 


improved larger scale initiatives 
while also reducing the long 
term cost per individual 
member. 

Lofty ideals, but how best to 
explore the opportunity while 
respecting the integrity of each 
individual Board’s autonomy 
and perceived differences? 

We started by simply agreeing 
to establish an Amalgamation 
Task Force assigned to “broker a 
deal” provided that terms could 
be negotiated that all parties 
could live with. 

I guess, looking back, much 
of the reason for our success is 
likely that consensus building 
is fundamental to the way that 
we Realtors make our living at 
the kitchen tables of Niagara 
everyday.
